Some  reduction  in  the  incidence  of  dental  caries  has  been  noticed  during 
the  later  years  of  the  war,  probably  due  to  the  absence  of  the  highly  refined 
sugars  and  starches  of  pre-war  diets  and  the  reduction  in  the  quantity  of  sweets 
obtainable.  A similar  improvement  was  reported  towards  the  end  of  the  last 
war,  but  unfortunately  it  was  not  maintained  after  the  return  to  normal  peace- 
time diet. 

It  has  been  possible,  due  to  this  improvement,  to  overtake  the  accumulation 
of  work  resulting  from  the  disorganisation  during  the  early  years  of  the  war, 
and  to  reduce  the  period  between  successive  dental  inspections  thereby  lessening 
the  amount  of  treatment  required  to  keep  each  child's  teeth  in  good  condition.
